Washington, Dec. 7.—Patterned aft- 


er the pure food law, a bill was intro- 
duced in the house today by Repre- 
sentative Hull, of Icwa, making it a 
misdemeanor to manufacture for sale 
or transportation imitated articles of 
commerce unless ?such articles are 
branded so as to show their exact 
ingredients. The measure is broad in. 
its scope and would apply to any arti- 
cle of commerce recognized as a sub- 
ject of transportation and sale by the 
rules of the Interstate commerce act. 


Practically all articles in domestic 


use would be affected, including cloth- 
ing, furniture or any article sold un- 
der a name now recognized as desig- 
nating any mineral, metallic, animal 
or vegetable substance which occurs 
in a state of nature. 


Conviction of a first violation of 


the act is made punishable by' a fine 
not to exceed ?500 or one year's im- 
prisonment or both, while each subse- 
quent offense may be punished by a 
fine of not less than $1,000 or one 
year's imprisonment or both.

GUILTY OF MANSLAUGHTER. 


Ludington. Mich, Dec. 5.—Ernest L. 


Brown, an engineer o£ Grand Rapids, 
who came here last January and shot 
his wife and Robert Johnson, a farmer, 
in whose home she was living, Mrs! 
Brown dying from her wounds three 
days later, was today found guilty of 
manslaughter by a jury in the circuit 
court. Brown came here from Grand 
Rapids with the avowed intention of 
avenging his grievances, real or fan- 
cied, against his wife and Johnson and 
then ending his own life.

think not. The flowers die only after

An Earnest, Serious Side. 


But there Is an earnest and a serious 


side to our order.

0 the thing we call, charity tha first 
place In tho purposes for which tho order 
exists, and we do not limit this charity 
.0 those of our own household or ask 
'.hat they be of the household of any 
^articular faith. 
Our order recognizes 


.ho claims of suffering humanity and 
:akes speedy action In Its relief. So far 
as I am able to judge from my own ob- 
servation It does more to alleviate actual 
distress than any other organization In 
the community, excepting, perhaps, those 
that make reMef of the poor their sole 
and only aim.' However, let us not boast 
ourselves of what we do, for, after all. 
we don't do very much. 
Only a small 


part, a very small part, of what you and 
1 spend Is unselfishly spent for the bene- 
fit of those who need our help, but have 
no claim upon us other than the claim 
found in the golden rule. 


I call attention today to the fact 


that when we die the record of our 
lives is made up and closed. 
To me the 


mo.st solemn thing In life Is that there 
Is so much to be dono and so little time 
In which to do it, and the saddest thins 
In death is that when it comes is shuts 
fast the door against opportunity and 
leaves so much of duty unperformed. I 
charge you, my brothers, in the namo of 
our beloved dead, to take heed that our 
duty towards our fellow-men looms largo 
before us and If wo have not yet Justi- 
fied our lives by acts permeated by the 
spirit that has been the burden of my 
words today, it is time that we were up 
and about it, for life at best is short and 
most uncertain, and wo need all the time 
that is lelt to us In which to make good. 


In an old Italian story it is related 


thnt on one occasion n dissolute and idle 
nobleman at a critical period In his 
career stood before the long lino of the 
portraits of his ancestors that hung upon 
the wall of his ancestral home. 
As he 


stood, deep in thought and In silent com- 
munion with himself, Induced 
by 
the 


spirit of tho place, he heard a still, small 
voice at his side declare: 
"Noblesse, 


oblige." 
By our rank -vre are bound. 


Brother Elks, our order Is founded upon 
the spirit of Christ as I have defined it.

calls It. Ie.«s successful th.in oursrlves. 
It Isn't forever asking. "\Yh.it Is tlr-re 
in It for me?" 
It Is a recognition that 


the only life worth living Is a life that 
sncits the happiness of other?. 
Some 


one has said that our happiness In life 
is a by-prodtiet of our work and only 
to b» obtained when made t" wall upon 
the happiness nf other?. I believe that 
this is true. At any. rate the man who 
most deserve? tn N? hnppy in this life- 
and receives triumphant entry through 
the pearly ncates of heaven is he who 
has done most to lighten the hearts and 


ease the burdens of those among whom 
his lot is cast. 


But what about my text? 
I have 


neither lost it nor forgotten It. 
Man's 


inhumanity to man has been the sin of 
nil the ages. All around us are men with 
whom life has not gone well, men In 
wimni i:opn and amultion are dead and 
burned in the grave oj past ami repeated 
failure. 
Take away the stone and bid 


the dead ;irise and come forth Into the 
warmth of hr.man sympathy, encourage- 
ment and good fellowship. 


Yonder Is a woman out of whoso life

lies burled in a grave, dupr deep and wide 
by our cruel, wicked, social laws, laws 
that know naught of the spirit of Christ,

tho spirit of Christ enter that grave and 
warm Into new llfo that hope without 
which all life Is but a living death. When 
we would do good to our fellow-men, 
lie/ore us riff.-s a great stone blocking the 
way. 
Turn it over and you will (Ind it 


labeled, "Selfishness." 
Take away the 


stnne. When the spirit of Christ wrestles 
with our meanness, native and acquired, 
and a generous impuse takes hold upon 
us. a great stone marked "love of ease 
and pleasure" lies In the way to turn 
us aside- Into less worthy paths. 
Take 


away the stone, that the good impulse 
may be free to run its course and carry 
out the heaven born prompting that gave 
it birth. Take away tho stone!

tolary Attack. 


Washington, 
Dec. 7.—Delavan 


Smith, publisher of the Indianapolis 
News, and William M. Laffan, of the 
New York Sun, are the latest persons 
to incur the president's wrath. In an 
open letter made public last night Mr. 
Roosevelt gives both a verbal flaying 
•which is remarkable for the forceful- 
ness of its language. Both are refer- 
red to with words which, are likely to 
become more memorable than the "un- 
desirable citizens," the term with 
which Mr. Roosevelt stirred the coun- 
try'-when referring to a number of per- 
sons objectionable to him. 


Editorials and news articles reflect- 


iing upon the president, his brother- 
in-law, Douglas Robinson, and Presi- 
dent-elect Taft brought forth the de- 
nunciation. 
The president 
began 


•with flaying Mr. Smith for an editorial 
in the News referring to a Panama 
canal "deal." He spared no words in 
describing what 
he 
termed Mr. 


Smith's untrutbfulness. 
"Abominable 


slander and falsehood," "lies," and 
"mendacity for hire" are some of the 
terms which Mr. Roosevelt uses. 


Mr. Laffan Is Drought in. as a com- 


parison. In describing Mr. Smith and 
his editorials Mr. Roosevolt.says: 


"Mr. Delavan Smith, is a conspicuous 


offender against the laws of honesty 
and truthfulness; 
but he does not 


stand alone. He occupies, for in- 
stance, the same evil eminence with 
such men as Mr. Laffan, of the New 
York Sun.", 


Ho then proceeds to show the fals- 


ity of statements in the Sun regarding

"The campaign is over and the peo- 


ple will have to vote tomorrow with- 
out any official knowledge concerning 
.he Panama canal deal. It has been 
charged that 
the 
United States 


bought from American citizens for 
$40,000,000 property that cost those 
iitizens only ?12,000,000. 
Mr. Taft 


was secretary of war at the time the 
negotiation was closed. 


"There is no doubt the government 


paid $40,000,000 for the property. But 
who got the money? We are not to 
know. 
The administration and Mr. 


Taft do not think It right that the 
people should know. The president's 
brother-in-law is Involved in the scan- 
dal, but he has nothing to say. The 
candidate's brother has been charged 
with being a member of the syndi- 
cate. 
He has, it is true, denied It. 


But he refuses to appeal to the evi- 
dence, all of which is in the possession 
of the administration and wholly in- 
accessible to outsiders. 


"For weeks this scandal has been 


before the people. The records are in 
Washington and they are public rec- 
ords. But the people are not to see 
them—till after election, if then." 


Mr. Foulke adds that similar at- 


tacks have been, made In the News 
since the election, inclosing clippings 
showing a number of them and re- 
questing that the president explain 
them. 


Text of Roosevelt Letter. 


Mr. Roosevelt lost no time in reply- 


Ing to this letter, giving Mr. Foulke 
permission to make his answer public 
should he so desire. The letter fol- 
lows: 


"My dear Mr. Foulke: I have re- 


ceived your letter of the 29th ult. and 
have read it in connection -with your 
previous letters inclosing quotations 
from the Indianapolis News, a paper 
edited by Mr. Delavan Smith. As Mr. 
Smith certainly knew that all the 
statements ho made -were false, both 
as to this Panama matter and as to 
the other matters of which you In- 
close me clippings, and inasmuch 
therefore as the exposure of the fals- 
ity will not affect his future state- 
ments, I am not clear what good will 
result from such exposure. But inas- 
much as you evidently earnestly de- 
sire some answer to be made, and in- 
asmuch as you say that some reput- 
able people appear to believe the false- 
hoods of the News and Mr. Smith, and 
inasmuch as yon seem to think that 
his falsehoods as regards the Panama 
matter are the most prominent, I will 
answer them. 
Denies Documents Were Destroyed. 
"The News states in one of its is- 


sues that probably some of the docu- 
ments dealing with the matter have 
been destroyed. 
This is false. Not 


one has been destroyed. It states that 


the last documents were sent over in 
June of this year, the object of this 
particular falsehood being, apparently, 
to connect the matter in some way 
with the nomination of Mr. Taft. As 
a matter of fact, the last papers that 
we have received of any kind were 
sent over to us in May of 1904, and 
they, have been accessible to every 
human being who cared to look at 
them ever since, and are accessible 
now. 


"Any reputable man within or with- 


out congress, republican or democrat, 
has now, and always has had, the op- 
portunity to examine any of these doc- 
uments. 


"You quote the News as stating 


that the people have no official know- 
ledge concerning the Panama canal 
deal." 
The fact is that the people 


have had the most minute official 
knowledge; 
that 
every 
important 


step in the transaction and every im- 
portant document have been made 
public in communications to congress 
and through the daily press, and, the 
whole matter 
has 
been thrashed 


over in all its details again and again 
and again. 


No American Received Pay. 


"The News gives currency to the 


charge that 'the United States bought 
from American citizens for ?40,OUO,- 
000 property that cost these citizens 
only $12,000,000.' 
The statement is 


false. The United States did not pay 
a cent of the $40,000,000 to any Ameri- 
can citizen. 


"The News says that there is no 


doubt that the c°vernroent paid $40,- 
• 000,000 for the property and continues 
—'but who got the money? Wo are 
not to know. The administration and 
Ma. Taft do not think it right that 
the people should know.' Really this 
is so ludicrous as to make one feel c 
little impatient at having to answer 
it. The fact has been officially pub- 
lished again and a,pain that the gov- 
ernment paid $40,000,000 and that it 
paid this $40,000,000 direct to the 
French government, getting the 
re- 


ceipt of the liquidator appointed by 
the French government to receive the 
same. 


"The United States government has 


not the slightest knowledge as to the 
particular individuals among whom 
the French government distributed the 
sum. This was the business of the 
French government. The mere supposi- 
tion that any American received from 
the French government a 'rako oft' is 
too absurd to be discussed. It is an 
abominable falsehood, and it is a slan- 
der, not.against the American govern- 
ment, but against the French govern- 
ment. 


Robinson Defended From All. 


"The News continues, saying that 


'the president's brother-in-law is in- 
volved in the scandal, but he has noth- 
ing to say.' The president's brother- 
in-law was involved In no scandal. Mr 
Delavan Smith and the other people 
who epeated this falsehood lied about 
the president's 
brother-in-law; 
but 


why the fact .that 
Mr. Smith 
lied 


should be held to involve Mr. Robin- 
i 


son in a 'scandal,' is difficult to under 
stand. Te scandal affects no one but 
Mr. Smith; and his conduct has not 
been merely scandalous but Infamous. 
Mr. Robinson had not the slightest 
connection of any kind, sort, or de- 
scription at any time or under any 
circumstances with the Panama canal. 
Neither did Charles Taft. 


"The News says tnat'Mr. Taft was a 


member of the 'syndicate.' So far as 
I know there was no syndicate; there 
certainly was no syndicate in the Uni- 
ted States that to my knowledge had 
any dealings with the government di- 
rectly or indirectly; and inasmuch as 
there was no syndicate Mr. Taft nat- 
urally could not belong to it. 


"The News demands that Mr. Taft 


'appeal to the evidence, by which it 
means what It calls 'the records'— 
that is, the mass of papers which are 
stored in the war department, save 
such as, because of their 
technical 


character and thpir usefulness in the 
current work of the canal, it has been 
found advisable to send to the isth- 
mus. All these documents that pos- 
sessed any importance ns illustrating 
•any feature of the transaction already 
have been made public. 
There re- 


mains a great maps of documents of 
little or no importance which the ad- 
ministration is entirely willing to have 
published, but which because of their 
mass and pointlessness nobody has 
ever cared to publish. 


Asks Inquiry by Public. 


"Any reputable ninn can have full 


access to these documents. If you or 
Mr. Swift, or Booth 
Tarkington, or 


George Ade—in short, if any reputa- 
ble man—will come on here, he shall 
have free access to the documents and 
ran look over everything for himself. 
Congress can have them all printed if 
it wishes; but no congressman has 
aver so far intimated any desire that 
this should be done; 
I suppose be- 


cause to print such a. mass of docu- 
ments would be a .crcnt expense and, 
moreover, an entirely useless expense, 
unless, which Is not the case, there 
was some object in printing them. 


"Now, my dear Mr. Foulke, I have 


answered in detail your questions and 
the statements of the News. YOU arc 
welcome to print my answer; but i 
must frankly add that I don't think- 
any good will come from 
doing so. 


Delavan Smith is a conspicuous offend- 
er against the laws of honesty and 
truthfulness; but he does not "stand 
alone. He occupies, for instance, the 
same evil eminence with such men as 
Mr. Laffan of the New York Sun, edi- 
torials of whose papers you or others 
have from time to time called to mi- 
attention just as you have called to 
my attention these editorials of the 
Indianapolis News. 


"I never seen an editorial in any 


one of these paper? or similar papers 
unless for some reason it is sent to 
me by you or by sorn^ one else; and 
of the editorials fius sent me there Is 
hardly one which does not contain 
some wilful and deliberate perversion 
of the truth. 


Oil Story Is Refuted. 


'Tor example, I have just made pub- 


lic the following statement concerning 
a tissue of utterly false statements 
which appeared in Mr. Lallan's paper, 
the Sun: 


"'As the New York Sun story en- 


titled "Roosevelt and Prairie Oil" has 
seemed to deceive a number of people, 
the following statement 
was made 


public about it; 


"As soon 
as 
tne 
story was 


brought to President Roosevelt's at- 
tention he not only called for reports 
concerning the statements from the 
department of justice and the depart- 
ment of the interior but also commu- 
nicated with ex-Secretary Hitchcock, 
so as to be sure that the president's 
recollection was not at fault. The story 
is false in every particular from be- 
ginning to end. Not only Is there no 
such report in the department of jus- 
tice and never has been but no such 
report was ever made. 


" ' "In granting the franchise of the 


Prairie Oil and Gas company the pres- 
ident simply approved the recommen- 
dation of Secretary Hitchcock, sub- 
mitted him precisely as all other rec- 
ommendations were submitted. More- 
over, in every case referring to the 
grnnting of franchises or tho adoption 
of regulations as regards oil and gas 
franchises in Oklahoma and the In- 
dian territory tho president approved 
the 
recommendation 
of 
Secretary 


Hitchcock, with the exception of one 
small and unimportant grant to a Dei- 
aware Indian, to whom the Delaware 
Indians, in recognition of eight years' 
sen-ice to the. tribe., had voted in coun- 
cil a fee of ?50.000, which he had de- 
clined to accept, and who was given 
twice the usual amount of land. 


" ' "The ' statement about the al- 


leged promise to a western senator is 
as ridiculous a falsehood as the rest 
of the story."' 


"The fact is that these particular 


newspapers habitually and continually 
and as a matter of business practice 
every form of mendacity known to 
man, from the suppression of the truth 
and the suggestion of the false to the 
lie direct. Those who write or pro 
cure others to write these articles aro 
engaged in the practice of mendacity 
for hire: and surely there can be no 
lower form of gaining a livelihood. 


"Whether they arc paid by outsiders 


to say what is false, or whether their 
profit comes from the circulation of 
the falsehoods, is a matter of small 
consequence. It is utterly impossible 
to answer all of their 
falsehoods. 


When any given falsehood is exposed 
they simply repeat it and circulate an- 
other. If they were mistaken in the 
facts, it they possessed in their make- 
up any shred of honesty, it would be 
worth while to set them right But 
there is no question at all as to any 
'mistake' or 'misunderstanding' on 
their part. 
They stato what they 


cither know to bo untrue or could by 
the slightest inquiry find out to be un- 
true. 


"I doubt if they themselves remem- 


ber their own falsehoods for more 
than a brief period; and I doubt still 
more whether anybody else does. Un- 


der those 
circumstances it 
seems 


hardly worth while to single out for 
special mention one or two given false- 
hoods or one particular paper, the 
moral standard of which is as low as 
but no lower than that of certain other 
papers. 


Willing to Denounce Falsehood. 
"Ot course, now 
ami 
then I am 


willing to denounce a given falsehood, 
as, for instance, as regards this case 
of the Indianapolis News,tor the case 
I have quoted of the New York Sun, 
simply because it appears that some 
worthy people are misled or puzzled 
by the direct shameles-ness of the 
untruth. But ordinarily I do not and 
cannot pay heed to these falsehoods. 
If I did, I would not be able to do my 
work. My plan has been to go ahead 
and do the work and to let these people 
and those like them yell; and then to 
.rust with abiding confidence to the 
good sense of the American people in 
the assured conviction that the yells 
will die out, the falsehoods be forgot- 
ten and the work remain. 


"Therefore, as far as I am con- 


cerned, I would rather make no an- 
swer whatever in this case. But I 
have much confidence in your judg- 
ment, and if you feel that these men 
ought to be exposed, why you are wel- 
come to publish this letter. There is 
no higher and more honorable calling 
than, that of the men connected with 
an 
upright, 
fearless ,and truthful 


newspaper; no calling in which a 
man can render greater service to his 
fellow countrymen. The best and 
ablest editors and writers in the dally 
press render a service to the com- 
munity which can hardly be paralleled 
by the service rendered by the best 
and ablest men in public life, or the 
men in business. 


"But the converse of this proposi- 


tion is also true. 
The most, corrupt 


financiers, the most corrupt politi- 
cians, aro no greater menace to this 
country than -the newspaper men of 
the type I havo above discussed. 
Whether they belong to the yellow 
press or to tho purchased press, what- 
ever may be the stimulating cause of 
their 
slanderous 
mendacity, and 


whatever the cloak It may wear, mat- 
ters but little. In any event, they rep- 
resent one of the potent forces for evil 
in the community.
